- Rougeau, these grapplers have become 


a winning combination, defeating 
most of their amateur and semi-pro 
competition. 

It wasn’t easy molding so many 
individually oriented egos into a 
unified team. Some of the players had 
been nursing feuds for awhile and 
would be happy to take a stick to one 
of their teammates. It was Rougeau’s 
considerable task to make these men 
forget everything but being a great 
team. 

“My greatest advantage,” Rougeau 
says of his biggest problem, “is this was 
a group of guys not only used to 
competing, but winning. That was the 
one thing which united them all. The 
will to win was stronger than anything 
else. In a pretty short time, there was 
an unspoken agreement that any 
wrestling feuds were to be forgotten— 
or the troublemaker was going to get 
his butt out of here!” 

The guys policed themselves in that 
respect. Anyone causing trouble was 
straightened out by the others. I don’t 
-know how they are on the streets when 
they meet, but in the hockey rink 
they’re a tight team.” 

The idea for the team originated 
with Rougeau. A man who’s loved 
hockey all his life, Johnny decided 
there was enormous talent in the 
wrestling ranks for hockey. Many guys 
really wanted to play again, something 
they hadn’t done since they were 
youngsters. 

“T wasn’t sure,” Rougeau admitted, 
“T could get enough guys to fit in time 
from their busy schedules. However, 
once they volunteered, there were very 
few times the guys missed even a 
practice session. One guy spent over 
$500 to get from a match in Toronto to 
some obscure suburb in Montreal. He 
rented a private plane! 

“These guys make their living from 
athletics. Because it’s so serious a 
pursuit, they lose some of the careless 
enjoyment which first attracted them 
to the sport. However, with the hockey 
team they can be the carefree spirits of 
their youth. If they lose, all they are is 
disappointed. There are no conse- 
quences, like plumeting in the ratings 
or losing a title shot.” 

Watching the wrestlers play hockey 
is an experience one isn’t soon to 
forget. They're a rough team, but 
technically sound. They can set up 
plays with almost professional, skill, 
overwhelming most of their foes. 

And after the game, their smiles tell 
why they have gone to so much trouble 
to fit hockey practice and games into 
their busy schedules, O 
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Rocky Johnson has 
embarked on one 

of the strangest 
crusades in wrestling 
history. He risks 

being destroyed by the 
very man he’s trying to 
save! 


NE OF THE strangest quests 
ever begun by a wrestler is 
consuming Rocky Johnson. He's 
determined to unmask Assassin II— 
but for the strangest of reasons!

T WILL HAPPEN again. 

Another man will walk into the 
arena only to be carried out on a 
stretcher. Some of his bones will be 
broken, perhaps crippling him for 
life. And standing over him, his face 
a hideous mask of sadistic glee, will 
be Rick Flair. 

It's happened before Many 
wrestling fans can relate the horror 
of watching Flair cruelly snap the 
arm or leg of a helpless opponent. 
It's an unforgettable example of 
human savagery. 

If he had any decency at all, Flair 
would be ashamed of the 
undeserved maulings which he 
inflicts upon opponents. Just the 
opposite is true. He glories in his 
victims’ agony. 

“There's no bigger kick in the 
world,” Rick says happily, “than to 
see a guy lying in pain on the 
canvas. Ever watch a guy clutching 
a limb which he takes is broken? His 
natural instinct is to clutch at the 
pain. Yet, he’s afraid to touch it. The 
break becomes separate from him, 
something strange to fear. 

“Show me a foe with a broken 
arm and I'll show you a happy Rick 
Flair!’ 

Many wrestlers don’t believe Rick 
actually likes to see the agony. It’s 
really a very effective, very evil 
method of psychologically crippling 
his opponents. 

“Figure it out for yourself,’’ Paul 
Jones declares. “The more Rick 
says he likes to see opponents with 
broken bones, the more scared they 
will be before they even enter the 
arena. Every time Flair opens his

mouth, he wins another match. 

“This doesn’t mean he doesn’t 
cripple his foes. If he didn't back up 
what he says, no one would be 
afraid of him. Every so often, he gets 
some guy who falls in an awkward 
position and Rick breaks the guy’s 
arm or leg. That shows he’s more 
than just talk. 

“Actually, | could understand a 
guy who enjoys putting people in 
pain more than | can understand a 
guy who coldly does it to further his

career. If a guy's deranged, that’s 
one thing. But if a guy is just merci- 
lessly ambitious, that’s more than | 
can comprehend. 

“He has nothing in common with 
a real professional athlete. Using 
psychological warfare is one thing. | 
don’t care what a guy says. But 
when he has to back up his 
nonsense by crippling opponents, 
then he’s gone too far.”’ 

While Jones may be partially 
correct as to the reason behind 


Flair’s brutality, one has trouble 
believing the look of glee on Rick’s 
face isn’t for real. He is undoubtedly 
glorying in his cruel accomplish- 
ment. Perhaps he is thinking about 
how much more fearsome he will 
appear to future opponents. 
Perhaps he’s instinctively reveling 
in his foe’s agony. 

Whatever the reason, Rick Flair 
goes out of his way to break his 
victims’ arms and legs. And it will 
happen again.

T IS EASY to dismiss Gorgeous 

George Jr. as a silly fop, a man 
interested only in indulging his 
vanity. The stories of how he primps 
before a mirror are widespread and 
true. However, they are only one 
small facet of a complex personal- 
ity. 

When George first came on the 
wrestling scene, many wrestlers 
paid a painful price for underesti- 
mating him. Laughing at his absurd 
antics, they failed to realize what an 
extraordinary athlete they were 
wrestling against. When they 
realized their mistake, it was 
usually after they had lost the 
match! 

Trying to strip away the layers of 
contradictions to discover the inner 
core of George's personality is a 
difficult task. His career has been 
built on confounding friend and foe 
alike. Just when it seems he’s 
revealed his true self, he commits 
some outrageous stunt. If it meant 
abandoning his stunts, which 
separate him from the rest of the 
world, Gorgeous George Jr. would 
refuse to be champion. 

An interview with this wrestler is 
not an easy task. One must 
constantly confront him with his 
contradictions, always hoping to 
trap him into an honest statement. 
However, George has had years of 
practice in avoiding telling answers. 
It's a frustrating experience with 
only glimpses of the man’s true self 
emerging. But one can construct a 
good personality sketch from the 
glimpses. 

One can’t escape the fact George 
does enjoy the pomp and ceremony 
with which he’s cluttered his life.

HE REIGN OF a champion in 

most sports is doomed to be 
short-lived. The constant assault of 
new challengers, each devising a 
different strategy to insure success, 
takes its toll. An honorable reign of 
five years is enough to guarantee 


the athlete becoming a legendin his | 


sport. 

This is why the accomplishment 
of Fabulous Moolah is so astonish- 
ing. While the world of sport has 
undergone an entire generation of 
upheavals, she has remained on the 
top, the unquestioned champion of 
all she dominates. In 1956, when 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was still in 
his first term as President, Moolah 
became the undiputed women’s 
titleholder. She has held that honor 
ever since. 

She has seen the best in her 
profession come and go. They have 
tried and failed to wrest the crown 
from her regal head. The names of 
women who have attempted what 
now seems to be the impossible 
could fill this entire magazine.
